D O W N IN TEN N E SSE E . 


M eetin g o f th e N a tio n a l C on ven tion o f 
K ep u b lica n L ea g u es. 
N a s h v il l e, M arch 5th.—After 11 o’clock, w hen 
President T hurston rapped, the N ational Conven­ 
tion of th e K epublicau Leagues c m e to order. 
The proceedings opened w ith a prayer by the 
Rev. D errick o f New York, after w hich tele­ 
gram s and letters w ere read from President 
H arrison, R epublican Congressman T. G. P latt 
of N ew York and others. 
H arrison, am ong 
Lher things, said: “The 
party to w hich you belong has never suffered 
by the intelligent discussion of its history or its 
principles, and I am sure your organization w ill 
continue to furnish courageous aud w ell ap­ 
pointed cham pions w herever lists of debate are 
opened.” 
At noon the m em bers m arched in a body to 
the State-houfe w here they w ere tendered a re­ 
ception by the Governor aud th e Legislature. 
Upon th eif arrival a t th e state Capitol th e band 
played “D ixie,” and as the League m arched into 
th e house the m em bersofthe Legislature aro-e, 
and w ith shouts and w aving of handkerchiefs 
and flags, w elcom ed the visitors. They w ere 
w elcom ed by Speaker Clapp and Governor T ay­ 
lor, who w ere responded to by P resident T hurs­ 
ton. 
President T hurston replied to the addresses 
of welcom e in th e Capitol, saying in part, “ We 
w ill go hom e w ith a better idea of th e possi­ 
b ilities of Tennessee th an we ever had before, 
and the result w ill be w orth m illions to the 
State, w hich is indeed blessed. We recognize 
there m ust be two political p a rtie s an d when 
they are equal in strength th e public interests 
are best subserved. 
T hank Goa th at the Re 
publican party is in th e suprem acy an d th a t 
he D em ocratic party is strong enough to hold 
it dow n.” 
'Ih e applause following th e speech was of 
long duration. 
T hen the band played “D ixie” and “ Y ankee 
Doodle ’ au d intense enthusiasm 
was again 
m anifested, m em bers both standing on chairs 
and desks au d w aving Hags. 
Several o th er 
b iief addresses w ere m ade au d the reception 
ended. 
T he Convention m et again at 3 o’clock, and 
a platlorm was presented au d adopted th a t 
heartily cougrauuates the countrv upou its suc­ 
cess and the m arvelous prosperity th a t has at­ 
tended the first year of R epublican resum ption 
in th e F ederal G overnm ent. 
It congratulates President H arrison, and de­ 
clares absolute confidence and pledges him cot- 
dial support, rejoices in th e restoration of the 
dignity, vigor and statesm anship in conduct of 
foreign aifairs, as illustrated by th e Sam oan 
treaty aud the A m erican Congress. In th e pru­ 
dent m anagem ent of th e Treasury D epartm ent, 
by w hich the natiDnal debt is being ex tin ­ 
guished w ith significant ability and the m arket 
protected agaiust speculative com binations, in 
th e great im provem ents in th e postal service, 
th e opening of new territory, tn e progressive 
policy of the Secretary of th e Navy, and the 
faithfulness an d practical wisdom th a t has 
characterized the present m anagem ent of other 
departm ents of the Governm ent. 
The platform dem ands th e m aintenance of 
the A m erican system oí protection to Am erican 
industries and labor, bu t pledges to support a 
thorough aud equitable levisicn, so as to adapt 
the protection it affords to th e changed busi­ 
ness conditions, and arraigns the Dem ocratic 
party for th e m an n er in w hich for years it has 
prevented th e accom plishm ent of this purpose, 
aud denounces the practice oí th e Dem ocratic 
party in its system atic, persistent and outrage 
ous efforts to deprive Southern R epublicans of 
the right to the franchise. 
It reasserts the expressed determ ination of 
the Republican party to m ain tain this right to 
the fullest extent, aud condem ns tli-a theory of 
the rights w hich shall be held to prevent the 
G overnm ent from protecting all its citizens iu 
the enjoym ent of civil, religious e nd political 
rights. The G overnm ent of the U nited States 
having an unquestioned right to dem aud of 
every ci izen services in her defease in tim e of 
peril, is bouod by every principle of honor, 
consistency an d good faith f> protect its citi­ 
zens in th e full a u d free enjoym ent of each and 
every right conferred by th e C onstitution, and 
th is ConventloR protests against th« seating in 
the A m erican Congres» o: any applicant, no 
m atter ol w hich party, w ho presents him self for 
adm ission, unless his election is untainted, 
eith er by fraud, violence or assassination, and 
we indorse th e present action of Congress in 
carrying out this policy. 
The platform iavois th e general provisions of 
the Interstate Commerce Act, an d dem ands its 
regulation on all railw ay and transportation 
lines iu a m anner to insure fair and reasonable 
rates to th e producers an d consum ers. 
It favors such legislation as wouid prevent il­ 
legal com binatious and unjust exactions by ag­ 
gregated capital and corporate powers. It in­ 
sists upou the suppression of trusts an d like 
schem es, at th e sam e lim e favoring the protec­ 
tion of all A m erican business interests from 
destructive and unfair attack. 
We em phasize our approval of liberal and 
equitable pension laws. 
No soldier, w hether 
disabled iu th e service or elsew here, should be 
perm itted to end his days iu the poor house, nor 
should his fam ily be allow ed 10 suffer waut. 
T hat the discrim inating preference of Union 
veterans in appointm ents to public office, w hich 
is one of ihe features of this A dm inistration a* 
a ju st an d liberal policy tow ards the soldiers 
and sailors w ho defended th e Governm ent, 
m eets our w arm est approval. 
We recognize the dignity of labor aud th e 
necessity of proper legislation to protect its 
interests. 
We shall unsw ervingly oppose every attem pt 
to lessen the fruits o f toil, or place houest w ork­ 
m en in com petitiou w ith paupers aud convicts, 
dom estic or foreign. 
The rigid enforcem ent by this A dm inistration 
of th e alien lab'^r contract law com m ands our 
approbation. The reemest o f th e wage-workers 
lor reasonable hours of labor dem ands, and 
should receive legislative consideration. 
We approve th e action of the various R epub­ 
lican Legislatures in adopting a system oí bal­ 
lot reform w hereby fraud at the polls is pre­ 
vented and every elector enabled to vote in d e­ 
pendently and intelligently. 
We believe th e education of th e masses to be 
the best preventive of a bad governm ent, aud 
theiefore favor F ederal assistance w here needed 
in the work of elim inating illiteracy am ong the 
population. 
The Republican party has alw ays been dis­ 
tinguished for its courage, an d alw ays has been 
prom pt in recognizing a display of th is quality 
by its leaders. In th e line ot th is policy this 
Convention expiesses approbation of Speaker 
Reed’s action iu standing boldly for the princi­ 
ple o f a m ajority rule against D em ocratic power 
in and out of Congress. 
An am endm ent th a t created th e only breeze 
during th e tw o days’ session was offered by 
Isaac Revel of W ashington, and rejected after a 
heated debate. I t was: “ And we dem and our 
representatives in Congress to redeem every 
pledge m ade to the people at Chicago in 188s, 
by repealing the iu tern al revenue laws, by re­ 
vising the tariff', by the passage o f th e Bkiir 
educational b ill and com pletely restoring silver 
to the currency oí the country, an d by the lib­ 
eral pensioning oí every Federal soldier. ‘ 
After disposing of the platform the Committee 
i League submitted tne declaration empha­ 
sizing the repressed divorcement of the work of 
the organization from all efforts to Influence the 
action o f any convention, or to indicate prefer­ 
ence for only individual candidates; that it was 
not in the province of the League to dictate the 
policies or principles of the party; calling at­ 
tention of the State Leagues to the necessity of 
organizing in every Congressional district, and 
the necessity of imm ediate organization in the 
South, and calling the attention of the National 
Congressional Committee and State Committees 
to tne necessity for imm ediate preparation and 
distribution of cam paign literutere. 
The report was adopted as presented. The 
next Convention w iil be held in Cincinnati.

NO TES. 


D iscu ssio n o f th e S ilv er B ills B efo re th e 
C oin age C o m m ittee. 
W ashington, M arch 5th .—Before th e House 
Committee on Coinage to-day, W alker of Massa­ 
chusetts said: 
“ I am satisfied th a t it is the de­ 
sire of a large m ajority of the people of the 
U nited States th a t a fu rth er effort be m ade to 
bring the price of silver and gold together at 
the ratio of 1873 
W nile personally I am a b i­ 
m etallist, I am w illing to try |fu rth er experim ent 
by passing th e Treasury bill iu obedience to the 
popular dem and, at the m inim um risk to our 
m onetary system. But the Senate bill departs 
so widely irom all experience th at under no 
circum stances could I vote for it. The differ­ 
ence betw een the bills, carefully stated, is as 
follows: First 'ih e Secretary’s bill proposes to 
receive so m uch of the silver product of the 
U nited States ‘th a t is the product of our own 
m ines and of ores reduced in this country.’ as 
m ay be offered at its m arket value, and to issue 
notes against it. 
“ The silver product of the L'nited States, in ­ 
cluding the silver obtained from M exican ores 
reduced in this couutry, aggregates about 51,­ 
000,000 fine ounces annually. D educting the 
am ount used annually in th e arts, say 6.000,000 
ounces, the am ount offered w ould probably ag­ 
gregate 4i,000,000 ounces. At the price of 51 per 
ounce the quantity received aud on w hich 
notes would be issued would am ount to 545,000,­ 
000, all the produce of A m erican m ines and 
sm elters. The G overum ent is sim ply a passive 
agent for th e receipt of such Am erican silver as 
is offered, and Is not com pelled to go abroad 
aud join w ith foreign speculators in creating a 
fictitious price for silver.” 
The com m ittee considered th e first two sec­ 
tions oí the W indom bill and rejected several 
am endm ents thereto. 


OPPOSED TO A SUNDAY LAW. 
Senator Stockbridge presented iu th e Senate 
to-day two im m ense packages of rem onstrances 
against th e passage of any bill in regard to ob­ 
servance of th e S abbath, or Lord’s Day, or any 
other religious or ecclesiastical institution or 
rite: also against the adoption of any resolution 
for the am endm ent ot the N ational Constitution 
th at would in any way give preference to the 
principles of any religiou above another, or 
tliat w ill in any w ay sanction legislation upon 
the íubject of religion. 
These rem onstrances contain individual sig­ 
natures of 308,377 citizens from different States 
and Territories, r>s follows: M ichigan. 41,447; 
M innesota, 22,830; W isconsin, 20.750; Kansas, 
10,075: C alifornia, 20,428; Ohio, 19,360. 


FOUR PER CEST. BONDS. 
T he Secretary of the Treasury announced to* 
day th at he was prepared to resum e th e p u r­ 
chase ol 4 per cent, bonds to such am ounts as 
may be justified by th e available balance in the 
Treasury. All offers at 5123 per 5100 or less will 
be accepted. 
FOUR MILLION ACRES MORE. 
The P resident h as approved ih e agreem ent 
eutered into w itb the several bands of Chippewa 
Indians in M innesota u nder th e Act of Congress 
of January 14,18S9. Four m illion acres of land 
are ceded to the G overnm ent ui^der this agree­ 
m ent. 
R eferring to th is approval, th e Secretary of 
the Interior has prom ulgated a notice w arning 
would-be settlers th at tlu sc reservations are not 
yet open, aud th a t they m ust not trespass 
thereon.

T reasurer 
Nolan was at* th e State Capitol this m orning 
and reiterated his form er denials of a shortage. 
It is now developed th a t G overnor Francis, 
w hile in New Y ork, received a telegram from 
his private Secretary and at once h u rried hom e 
and to Jefferson City, taking charge of the 
Treasure r’s office it once.

M ILLIO N S FO R 
D E F E N SE . 


San F ra n cisco H arb or to H a v e H eavy 
F ortification s. 
W a s h in g to n , March 5th.—The House Com­ 
m ittee on Appropriations is getting its work 
well forward, which state o f affairs presages an 
early adjournment. Within the next two or 
three daj*s a fortifications bill w ill be reported, 
providing for the expenditure within the next 
year of 54,C00,000 for the purpose of putting the 
coasts of the country in a better condition for 
defense. 
This money is all that can be used for the 
purpose in the uext twelve months, as it is to 
be expended mostly in building big guns, and 
all the gun fac*ories in the United States must 
be kept running all the year in order to use up 
this sum. Although preparations are now be­ 
ing made to enlarge the Watervliet arsenal to 
double its capacity, at the present tim e it is 
only possible to construct twenty-four heavy 
guns in tw elve months in the United states. 
The €4.0CO,OüO called for in the bill are to be 
expended practical!v at >ew York, Boston and 
San Francisco. Of this the latt named city w ill 
get 5510,000, Of this sum $260.000 will be ex­ 
pended in mountings aud machinery for the 
new disappearing gun—m ^ k ed , in other words 


to be put up on th e bluff above Fort Point, to­ 
gether w ith the construct ion of earthw orks for 
the better protection of th is special piece of ord­ 
nance. 
T he heavy guns called for in th e bill are ten 
and tw e ve-inch breech-loading steel rified can­ 
non. 1 his w ill be tb e caliber o f th e disappear­ 
ing gun ou th e bluff', and stationary guns Of like 
caliber w ill be m ounted also at Fort Point 
proper and on Alcatraz, w hile th ere w ill be an 
additional battery of eight m ortars at Fort 
Point. 
These guns for th 2 defense of San Francisco 
harbor will cost altogether 5250,000. 
In 1^91 it 
is the intention of tb e com m ittee to spend 5750,­ 
000 m ore in defensive w orks about th a t bay, 
w hile in 1S92 at least tw ice as m any guns w ill be 
put in position there as are provided for in the 
present bill, aud at least $1,COO,000 w ill be spent 
in the n ex t y ear.

T koy (N. Y.), M arch 5th —The P eter Jackson 
com bination, in charge of Parson Davies, ap­ 
peared here to-uight before an im m ense a u ­ 
dience. Davies, on being Introduced, said it 
was the intention at first to have Jackson spar 
four rounds w ith Jack Ashton, but m any of the 
people had desired to see Jackson t x h ib it him ­ 
self. and he had offered Gus L am bert 5100 if he 
would spar four rounds w ith Jackson.

Lam bert followed the 
m ethods adopted in th e first round, aud hugged 
Jackson. The excitem ent knew no bounds. 
In th e th ird round, w hen Jackson saw th a t 
Lam bert persisted in hugging him , he attem p t­ 
ed to fight him , bu t Lam bert would not have it. 
He picked Jackson up and ran across the p lat 
form w ith him , and would have throw n him 
over tbe ropes had it not been for Ashton, who 
caught him . 
Some hard fighting was done in th e corner, 
and w hen th e m en reached th e center of the 
ring again they w eie both blow ing hard. 
Lam ­ 
bert struck Jackson a blow tb at staggered him . 
and the crow d yelled, “Jackion seems w inded.” 
In th e fourth round Jackson fought for dear 
life, but Lam bert was there all the tim e, aud 
w hen tim e was called h e was in as gocd shape 
as th e A ustralian, and th e cheering crowd car­ 
ried him around on th eir shoulders. 
Jackson refused to shake hands w ith L am ­ 
bert. 
He offered to fight Jackson to a finish, 
and to-night George D ixon, th e Boston b an tam ­ 
weight. was authorized by Jackson to challenge 
Lam bert to a iiuish fight for from 5500 to 55,0.0. 
Jackson was terribly discom fited.

A L ot o f F o ssilized F a n a tics R esp o n sib le 
for S ev era l D e a th s. 
B r o o k l y n, M arch 5th.—“ C hildren are being 
m nrdered 
every w eek in Brooklyn,” 
said 
Corouer Rooney to-day. “C hristian science has 
got such a hold’ on hundreds of people here th at 
the m od m alignant di eases go w ithout the 
slightest attention. 
Last w eek an eighteen- 
m onths-old baby died of typhoid fever aud to 
the very hour of its death no physician was 
called. 
“ The father o f the little th in g is now in ja il 
and I am going to try aud have him sent to ihe 
Penitentiary. 
Yesterday another child, a babe 
of about th e sam e age, died in a tenem ent-hou^e 
oí d ip h th eria w ithout m edical attendance. 
“ Two weeks ago the oldest boy of Gustav A n­ 
derson was taken sick w ith sore th ro U an d 


him w hat he willed. 
A lter the bov had passed 
th e crisis of the disease another son was taken 
sick w ith the d ip h th eria in a m uch m ore v iru ­ 
lent form. 
“ The parents still refused to have recourse to 
m edical skill, and the child died in great a g o ^ 
at 7 o’clock 
yesterday m orning, w hile the 
parents w ere praying at the bedside. 
A young 
wom an w ho has beeu boarding at th e house has 
developed diphtheric sym ptom s, and there is 
danger th at th e disease m ay becom e epidem ic.”

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


T h e Im p o rt D u ty on O ran ges an d L em on s 
to b e R a ised . 
N ew Y o rk , March 5ih.—The importers of 
foreign fruit in this city are excited by a tele­ 
gram from Louis Conttnein, who has been in 
W ashington some weeks urging a reduction of 
the duty ou oranges and lemons. 
Contencin has been instructed to follow up 
the memorial sent to Congress one month ago, 
asking a general reduction of import duties ou 
Mediterranean fcuit. Several Congressmen in­ 
formed him that they favored the reduction 
advocated, but upon reaching the Capitol and 
talking with the members of the Ways aud 
Means Committee of the House and Treasury 
officials, Co-tencin learned that they proposed 
an increase of the duty upon this foreign fruit. 
A telegram from Washington y estera ay told 
the importers It was proposed to raise the duty 
on imported oranges and lemons to 25 cents per 
cubic loot, This outy, the importeri say, w ih 
equal G5 cents per box, or about 25 per cent, 
more than the present rate, and greatly dim in­ 
ish tbe import trade in these products.

THE PLEA FOE ASSASSINATION. 


Eecentlv we commented freely upon the 
attitude of Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost at the 
meeting held in New York to protest 
against the Siberian system of the Rus­ 
sian Government.

know whereof he speaks and is himself a 
churchman, writes to the R ecord-Unios : 
I have read with pleasure your strictures on 
Hugh O. Pentecost. Lest his name be con­ 
founded with that of his eminent brother Dr 
George F. Pentecost, let me say that the cham­ 
pion of assassination is a preacher who, a 
couple of years ago, became too large for the 
pulpit of a conservative church, and after 
working a good deal of harm in the body which 
had trusted him with their confidence, he was 
compelled to take to the religious rostrum as a 
Iree lance. He is a champion of the extreme 
•wing of the labor agitators, and, if I remember 
correctly, opposed violently the execution of the 
Chicago Anarchists. It is another instance of 
the "drift tendency” towards extremes of such 
religionists as he. It is quite natural that the 
apologists of assassins should speedily become 
the advocates of assassination. 
This is about as we anticipated. 
The 
man who under any circumstances can 
preach assassination as a remedy for Gov­ 
ernmental abuses is himself to be looked 
upon as capable of becoming the instru­ 
ment of assassination. 
In plain English, 
in a free land, we call such people murder­ 
ers, and look upon them with horror and 
loathing. 
\Y bile we have no apologies to 
make for the Czar, no excuses to offer for 
the tyrranous system of the Russian na­ 
tion, we cannot lose sight of the fact to 
which the New York Tribune calls special 
attention, that all the recent stories of 
atrocities in Siberia come from London, 
and through the office of the London 
Times. 
Stepniak is a semi-attache of that 
office. 
He is a brilliant and radical Nihi­ 
list, a refugee, and a relentless advocate of 
violence. 
He is preparing to come to this 
country to occupy the lecture platform, 
for which his remarkable book, “Under­ 
ground Russia,” paved the way a few years 
ago. Now it is significant that the reports 
of Russian cruelty should so suddenly and 
in such rapid succession come as apparent 
forerunners of Stepniak. 
So it may be 
that this shrewd man is preparing the wav 
and making his paths straight, by working 
up every particle of information that he 
can obtain into the most thrilling sensa­ 
tionalism. 


But it is enough to know that what Mr. 
Kennan tells us of his observations is true. 
There is sufficient in his recital to rouse 
the whole civilized world in protest against 
the Russian system. But we must not, as we 
have before said, be led astray by the idea 
that the Czar alone is to blame, or that he 
alone can bring about reform. 
As an 
Eastern contemporary not long ago well 
said, “ The Russian is an Asiatic,” and 
enough of the barbarian has been left in 
the Muscovite despite civilization to make 
the treatment of the Siberian prisoners 
easily to be accounted for. 
The Russian 
Government is what its people make it, 
and consent that it shall be. 
If, therefore, 
Mr. Pentecost’s assassination doctrine is to 
be applied, it should be carried to the full 
extent of butchering two-thirds of the Rus­ 
sian people, if all those who are responsi­ 
ble are to be treated by this Anarchist 
specific. 


A n investigation of the conduct of Com­ 
mander McCalla, of (he United States 
steamer Enterprise, is in order. 
It cannot 
be, where the charges are so numerous and 
positive against him, that all are untrue. 
There must be some fire where there is so 
much smoke. 
It is charged that he has 
had more than one-half of his crew in 
irons for trivial offenses, and that an equal 
proportion of his officers have been placed 
under arrest. 
It is said for him that he is 
a rigid disciplinarian; but, admitting that 
to be true, discipline ^is never cruel if 
rightly enforced; on the contrary, it is 
simply the means to order, and hence is 
promotive of comfort. 
When it liecomes 
tyrannous, it ceases to be discipline. 
It is 
now charged by an intelligent member of 
the marine detachment on the ship that 
while lying in an English harbor, Com­ 
mander McCalla saluted the English flag 
whenever there was the slightest pretext 
for so doing, which, in itself, is all right, 
except that it appears he was over-zealous 
to compliment a friendly power by firing 
numerous salutes; but when Washington’s 
birthday came round the guns of the En­ 
terprise were silent the whole day, and no 
salute was given in honor of the occasion- 
That is not a triable offense, but, coupled 
with the other charges, if true, proves Mc­ 
Calla altogether too cranky to command a 
ship in the navy. 
The naval officer who 
forgets to salute the birthday of Washing­ 
ton should be forgotten by the Government 
of which Washington was a founder. 
The 
naval commander who takes pains to fire 
salutes on the Queen’s birthday, but de­ 
clines to do so on the natal day ot the 
“ Father of his Country,” should be trans­ 
lated to the deck of a British ship— it is 
the fitter place for him. 
Yet we outrage 
the English navy by the suggestion, for 
we recall that English men-of-war in 
American ports on American patriotic 
holidays invariably send up the ship’s 
bunting and often salute the flag in honor 
of the occasion. 
No, the place for M i- 
Calla, if half the scores of charges against 
him are true, is the deck of a coffee 
schooner or the command of a Chesapeake 
oyster dredger. 
The Educational Association in session in 
New York passed a resolution which de­ 
clared that the public school system is the 
chief source of civilization and the bulwark of 
civil and religions liberty, approving the plac­ 
ing of the American Bag over school-houfes, 
and recommending the study oí the Declara­ 
tion of Indenendence. 
B ut that is not enough. 
There should 
be introduced in all common schools to the 
exclusion, if need be, of some other study, 
text-books upon civil government; the 
duty of the citizen to the State, and of the 
State to the citizen, under the laws should 
be a part of a regular course of study. 
It 
is a subject that can be made of great in­ 
terest to children, and if properly taught 
in schools, and there is no reason why we 
should not have teachers competent to 
properly teach it, it will be of incalculable 
benefit to the Republic. 
The notions 
that some fairly well advanced children 
in the schools have of the governmental 
system under which they live is ludicrous. 
Fortunately for California, she has already 
found out the need for instruction in this 
direction, and has ordered a text-book on 
civil government to be introduced into the 


course of study. 
^ 
S u lliv a n the slogger insulted a slender 
young man in a saloon in New York Tues­ 
day evening, and because the youth re­ 
fille d to take any notice of him, threatened 
to maul him. 
The young man thereupon 


struck the brute such a sharp, stinging | 
blow in the mouth as to send him sprawl-1 
ing on the floor. 
That youth should be 
decorated and otherwise honored. 
The 
slogging fraternity needs to be instructed, 
after the manner adopted by the young 
man referred to, that despite their ring 
prowess there are men who do not fear 
them, and still who are not professional 
boxers nor muscularly giants. 
That kind 
of argument is the only sort that the Sulli­ 
van stripe of roughs can understand.

The pi<b of it is, that the English 
concede the right of the United States to 
the exercise of ownership and control over 
Behring sea, as bounded in the articles of 
purchase from Russia. 
The United States,

in this matter. According to most of them, 
notably the New York Evening Post and 
the New York Times, the claim of the 
United States has been not only untenable, 
but outrageous and ridiculous. 
We shall 
await official announcement 
of the re­ 
ported settlement with interest, and antici­ 
pate that it will confirm the present re­ 
port. 
T h e recent full advices from Germany 
establish the belief heretofore entertained, 
that Prince Bismarck neither advised nor 
had any hand in the issue of the Emper­ 
or’s rescripts on labor. 
It is now an­ 
nounced that the young Kaiser contem­ 
plates an extraordinary revolution in the 
school system of Germany, to make it 
accord with his own peculiar ideas. 
Of 
course thoughtful Germans will look with 
apprehension upon these paternal mani­ 
festations. 
They will reflect that the wise 
ruler always takes counsel of the elders 
among the people, as well as of the youth 
and impetuosity of a nation.

A Short Interview w ith a L eading A m a­ 
dor County Citizen. 
B. Isaacs, the well-known capitalist of 
lone, was in the city yesterday. He was 
met at the Golden Eagle Hotel by a R ecord- 
I ' n io n reporter. Mr. Isaacs is well known 
throughout the State and has perhaps done 
more for Amador county than any man in 
it. He went into the county nearly forty 
years ago with a stock of goods worth, per­ 
haps, $300, and to-day he is worth as many 
thousands. He has identified himself with 
every business enterprise that came along; 
in many there was failure, but the majority 
proved successful. 
Mines he run by the score, many miles 
ot canals, hundreds of acres of orchard 
and vineyard land along the rivers and 
upon the hillsides, stone quarries, coal- 
beds, and does a merchandising and bank­ 
ing business besides. 
He has faith in Amador county, in her 
minerals, fruits and grainB, and he thinks 
the town of lone, in the center of the fer­ 
tile valley by that name, is the garden spot 
of the earth. When met by the reporter 
yesterday Mr. Isaacs was in exceedingly 
good humor, having just returned from 
San Francisco, where lie had negotiated a 
lot of his ditch property with the Prison 
Directors, and secured for lone the location 
of the Preston Industrial School. 
“We had competitors for the site, but all 
we asked the Directors to do was to come 
and see us. No one can visit lone, spring, 
winter or summer, without being impressed 
with its beauty, the wealth of its soils, the 
salubrity of its climate, and everything that 
tends to make a prosperous community. 
“Yes, we will improve our town very 
materially during the coming season. An­ 
other brick block will be added, our two 
flouring mills enlarged, a new Pavilion 
erected, and a new cannery established. As 
you know from our exhibit in the State 
Fair last season, Amador does not take a 
back seat on any article dug from the earth 
or produced from its soil. Your new bank 
building at the comer of J and Fourth 
streets is built of stone from a quarry at 
lone. Show me a finer building material. 
We can furnish you first-class marble as 
cheap as you can get granite from Penryn. 
And as to gold, we are second only to Ne­ 
vada county, and we expect soon to be at 
the head of the class.

The B oard T akes a k ittle Ju n k e t Out 
to Oak P a rk —O ther County 


Business. 


W hen the Board of Supervisors recon­ 
vened yesterday forenoon, County Sur­ 
veyor Boyd and Deputy Tax Collector 
Coons, who were appointed a committee 
recently to look into the matter of redis- 
tricting the county of Sacramento into 
road districts and election precincts, banded 
in a report as to the road districts alone. 
Mr. Coons, who was present, explained 
that the committee had deferred making 
that portion of its report pertaining to the 
election precincts, preferring to wait until 
the Board had acted upon the road district 
boundaries.

ary of subdivisions 50,19, 36, 35, 23 and 21 of 
said rancho, as laid down on the official map of 
Sacramento county oi 1885, to the division line 
between American 
and Center Townships; 
thence along said division line between said 
townships southerly to the American river; 
thence along said river, meandering up stream, 
to the place of beginning. 
Road District No. 3, to comprise all of that por­ 
tion of Cerner Township not included in Road 
District No. 2. 
Road District No. 4, to comprise all of that 
portion of ¡Sacramento county includec within 
the boundaries of Mississippi Township. 
Road District No. 5, to comprise all of that por­ 
tion of Sacramento county included within the 
boundaries of Granite Township. 
Road District No. 6, to comprise all of that por­ 
tion of Sacramento county included within the 
boundaries of Natoma Township.

ning thence along the north line of said lagnna 
westerly to the half-section line in section 3, 
township 5 north, range 6 east: thence south to 
the south boundary ef said section 3; thence 
west on the section line to the west boundary of 
Dry Creek Township. 
Road District No. 17, to comprise that portion 
of Sacramento county known asSherman Island 
in Georgiana Township. 
Road District No. 18, to comprise all of that 
portion of Georgiana Township not included in 
Road District No. 17. 
Road District No. 19. to comprise all of that 
portion of Franklin Township included within 
township 6 north, range 5 east. 
Road District No. 20, to comprise all of that 
portion of Franklin Township included within 
township 5 north, range 5 east. 
Road District No. 21, to comprise all of that 
portion of Dry Creek Township not included in 
Road District No. 16. 
Surveyor Boyd presented a map of the 
county showing the proposed new bound­ 
aries, and explained them at length to the 
Board. 
Supervisor Greer thought that there was 
plenty oi time to attend to the matter, and 
as some changes might be found necessary, 
he suggested that the matter lay over for a 
month. 
Supervisors Bates and Tebbets opposed 
this, and said that the time was too short 
to wait any longer. It was necessary that 
the change should go into effect on the 1st 
of July, and time was needed in which to 
notify the persons of the change through­ 
out the county. 
Mr. Coons also said that it was impor­ 
tant that the changes should be made dur­ 
ing the present session so as to be ready to 
go into effect with the next fiscal year. 
It was finally agreed to adopt the recom­ 
mendations suggested, but before doing so 
formally the District Attorney would be 
called upon to direct the Board as to the 
legal mode of proceeding. 
Recess. 
In the afternoon the Board went in a 
body to Oak Park with the view of ascer­ 
taining if any damage would be done to 
that property by the draining of the County 
Hospital grounds through Oak Park by­ 
means of ditches. 
It was found that the proposed drainage 
would in d o way harm the Oak Park Asso­ 
ciation’s belongings, so the proper Road 
Overseer was instructed to go ahead with 
the work. 
The Board returned to its chambers at 
about 3 o’clock, and audited regular bills 
until the hour for adjournment arrived.

be respected by the officers under him.

On Friday last the store of J. Everson, 
at Elk Grove, was entered by burglars, and 
plundered of a quantity of goods and mer­ 
chandise. 
The matter was reported to Constable 
John H. Zimmerman of that place, and he 
was soon on the trail of the thieves. He 
learned that there were three of them, and 
from persons who had seen the trio hang­ 
ing around Elk Grove he obtained a good 
description of them. He also learned that 
they had shaken the dust from their feet, 
and headed for Sacramento. 
The Constable thereupon packed his grip 
and gave chase. 
He searched Sacramento thoroughly, and 
on Tuesday was rewarded on enconntering 
two men who answered the descriptions 
famished him exactly. He arrested them, 
and had them locked up in the County 
Jail. They gave the names of Thomas 
Reed and James Glenn. 
On yesterday Constable Zimmerman re­ 
sumed bis hunt for tbe third man, and 
before noon succeeded in capturing one 
who tallied with the the third description. 
This man gave tbe name of James Sulli­ 
van. 
Reed and Glenn were brought before 
Justice of the Peace Henry during the fore­ 
noon yesterday and arraigned on charges 
of burglary. Both pleaded not guilty, and 
their examination was set for Saturday. 
Sullivan was brought in for arraignment 
in the afternoon, and Justice Henry asked 
him if he was ready to bear the complaint. 
“There's no use in reading any com­ 
plaint to me, Judge,” said the prisoner; 
“I’m not guilty ot this charge. I'm no 
robber, or thief.” 
“ Well, that's all right,” said the Justice. 
“We are not trying yon now. You can 
tell us all about that after awhile. I’ll read 
the complaint.” 
"No, you needn’t now. I’m innocent, I 
tell yon. Why, if you have a telephone 
here, I can prove it in five minutes. I can 
prove that I only quit work yesterday 
morning at the Woodbridge ditch, where I 
had been working for twenty-one days.” 
8ullivan was finally persuaded to hear 
the complaint, after which he again pro­ 
tested against being tried on any charge. 
“I’m no thief. I want to go. I don’t want 
to go to jail. Where’B the man that ac­ 
cuses me of this crime?” 
“ Well,” said District Attorney Bruner, 
“the men who furnished the description of 
you are over in the County Jail.” 
“They ought to be,” said the indignant 
prisoaer. 
Mr. Bruner then took the name and ad­ 
dress of the man ucder whom Sullivan 
said he had worked on the Woodbridge 
ditch, and promised the prisoner that he 
would communicate with him imme­ 
diately. 
A telegraphic message was sent to Elk 
Grove, and last evening a reply was re­ 
ceived which completely established Sulli­ 
van’s innocence. 
Sullivan will appear before Judge HeDry 
this morning and receive his formal dis­ 
charge, and in all probability an apology 
from the Court. 
The other two prisoners, however, will 
not be so fortunate as Sullivan in proving 
an alibi, and the authorities feel confident 
that they were implicated in the burglary 
of Everson’s store. 


IN DAYS OF OLD. 


Reminiscence* of Sutter’s F o rt l>y One of 
the A rgonauts. 


B o s t o n , February 2 4 ,1 8 9 0 . 


E d s . R e c o r d - U n io n : Your issue of the 
6th inst., containing an article upon the 


Bale of Sutter’s Fort, admonishing its 
friends to step in ere it is too late and save 
that precious old landmark from total anni­ 
hilation, came duly to hand a few days 
since. This is the first newspaper of any 
description that has ever been received by 
me since I left the country, thirty-six years 
ago. It was sent to me by a much-respected 
friend of mine, a native-born citizen of your 
State and a resident of Oakland, the Athens 
of California. In looking over its contents, 
sheet by sheet, I found several well-written 
articles inclosed in lines of recognition, 
which evidently were put there to attract 
my attention, that I may note the wonder­ 
ful growth of the State since I left it, its 
marvelous productions and the newly in­ 
vented machinery now in use to expel the 
snow from the roadbeds in the Sierra Ne­ 
vada. 
But the article above alluded to, and 
which was of vastly more consequence to 
me, was not marked at all, leaving one to 
assume that the subject matter of your 
article was of insufficient interest, and that 
the deeds of this grand old outpost, as well 
as the name of its founder, had become but 
the fiction of a day. Had his father died 
in Sutter’s Fort, as mine died there forty 
two vears ago, the articles in qnestiou 
would have been reversed, and the Chris­ 
tian burial his remains received could not 
but inspire in him a sacred love for that 
prince of pioneers, who done so much good 
in the early pioneer days of that wonderful 
land. 
There was a cry of touching tenderness 
in your article that affected me deeply. I 
read it over and over again, and laid it 
aside with feelings of infinite pity and 
shame. When it falls to the lot ot individ­ 
uals to preserve the hallowed spots of a 
State or nation it reveals a legislative, if 
not a moral, defect that words can never 
express. To my mind this country never 
did a greater wrong than when it allowed 
Mount Vernon to be sold, as it were, under 
the hammer. That was a spectacle quite 
as humiliating as it was shameful. If it 
has fallen to the lot of the surviving pio­ 
neers to accomplish for the founders of the 
Golden State what Edward Everett accom­ 
plished for the people ot this republic, then, 
I say. God speed the cause. We cannot 
begin a moment too quickly; we cannot 
finish our work a minute too soon. 
I shall never forget the scene that pre­ 
sented itself to my boyish gaze as I stood 
upon the walls of Sutter's Fort in the early 
dawn of a summer’s day in '49. We had 
stopped there on our way to the mines to 
complete our outfits and prepare ourselves 
for the journey before us, and while the 
boys were cookiDg breakfast I climbed np 
the old rickety stairway and mounted the 
walls of the fort. The day was dawning. 
The wolves were still howling from the 
underbrush that skirted the banks ol the 
river, the screech owl Btill hooting from 
the neighboring trees, while the buzzard, 
dropping down from the darkened sky, 
swept along over the rolling uplands. Tbe 
Coast range, dark and forbidding, stretched 
along the western horizon. The Sierra 
Nevada, covered with everlasting snow, 
loomed up grandly in the glimmering light 
of the new born day. When the sun came 
up it tame up smiling through the notches 
in the mountains, purpling the sky for 
miles away. As the light increased so did 
the scene unfold, opening up a magnificent 
valley, with noble rivers fringed with shel­ 
tering trees. 
It was not till the sun had risen above 
the loftiest peaks that tbe slumbering soli­ 
tude burst forth in all the glory of a land 
of dreams, and I seemed to be standing in 
the center of a vast landscape of surpassing 
beauty. Away, as far as the eye could 
reach, stretched a vast plain, dotted here 
and there with herds of browsing cattle. 
The twin sentinels, Mount Shasta in the 
north and Mount Diablo in the south, 
guarding, as it were, their luxuriant valley 
from intrusion, reared their shaggy heads 
far up into the deep blue sky. In all that 
great waste there was not a habitation in 
sight, nor a human beiDg to be seen, except 
the drowsy Indian sleeping in the shadow 
of the fort, dreaming his life away. 
I can never recall the genial hospitality 
of Captain Sutter and his subsequent hu­ 
miliation without a pang of the deepest sor­ 
row. From a titled lend-owner in '49 of 
an estate representing a fortune too colossal 
for computation that prince of pioneers 
became a few years later a panper upon 
the State be had done so mncb to fonnd. 
God spare Sutter's Fort, which has given 
shelter to so many weary emigrants from 
all parts of the civilized world. 
Personally, I have a strong regard for this 
old landmark. It was from its walls that 
Captain Sutter pointed ont to myself and 
companions the route to tbe mines. It was 
from this “temporary hospital” that my 
father's remains were carried out to their 
last resting-place under the shadow of its 
walls. They are still there, resting side by 
side with others that formed the gronp of 
“unknown graves” in the winter of '49. 
These graves ought not to be disturbed 
now, bat allowed to remain forever a part 
and parcel of that sacred mausoleum. 
Aa we are entitled to the various societies 


for the preservation of prominent land­ 
marks all over this fair land, it is but fair 
to hope that our sister society of your city 
will step in and save that sacred relic and 
once more res,ore it to its primitive gran­ 
deur and reDown. 
When once this prop­ 
erty has been acquired by title and posses­ 
sion there can be no doubt as to the results. 
From Maine to Oregon the ¡boys will hail 
the acquisition with joy, anil “pass in their 
chips” when called upon without stint or 
limit. 
In memory of “the days of old, when we 
dug for gold, ’way back in ’49,” I subscribe 
myselt fraternally yonrs,

IT STANDS THE TEST. 
The W right Irrigation Law is Sustained 
by the Court. 
Fkesno, March 5ih.—One of the most import­ 
ant decisions ever rendered in the Superior 
Court ot Fresno county was in the case entitled 
«•In the matter of the bonds of Madera City, 
Gordon district.” this morning by Judge Camp­ 
bell. It was Important- 
First—As iuvo.viug the validity of the organ­ 
ization of au irrigation district oti the north side 
of the San Joaquin river, comprising 330,000 
acres of land. 
Second—The validity of the proceedings taken 
by the- Directors of the district looking toward 
the issuance of bonds of the district iu the sum 
of SSÓ0.COO, as ordered by the Directors of the 
district in pursuance of the provisions of the 
Wright law. 
Third—As being the first case under the Act 
of the Legislature passed March 11. 1439, pro 
vlding for special proceedings to be brought to 
determine the validity of thv proceedings tpken 
for tbe issuance and sale of bonds of au irriga­ 
tion district. 
In obedience t« the orders of the Directors of 
the Madera Irrigation District. Hinds and Merri- 
am, attorneys lor the district, tiled a petition 
May 25,1880, setting forth as is required in the 
Act, the proceedings in deteil had bv the Di­ 
rectors looking towards the issuance of bonds. 
They also set forth that the district was duly 
appointed, and that the first Board of Directors 
was duly elected. 
The Court then made an order fixing the time 
July Sth, when persons interested in the district 
might come in and demur end answer to the 
petition. Before July 5th several parties ap­ 
peared, being interested in the property of the 
district, and interposed demurrers to the peti­ 
tion.On the i"ih of July, 1889, the demurrers were 
overrule 1, and the followmgdefeudants filed an­ 
swers: Henry Miller and the executors of the 
estate of Charles l.ux, by A. E. Highton, attor­ 
ney, of San Franci-co: J. B Haggin, by his at­ 
torney, Octave G. Drury; George Bliss, by his 
attorneys, Meesick, Maxwell & Phelan; Califor­ 
nia Pastoral and Agricultural Company, by 
their attorney. Page Ellis; the Sierra Vista Vine­ 
yard Company, by their attorneys, Pillsbury & 
Blonding. 
In swearing to their answers the defendants 
denied the regularity of every proceeding from 
its inception irom the steps taken to organize 
the district down to the last step taken in Court 
before they appealed 
Afterward when the trial was bad the attor­ 
neys for the district. Hinds and Merriam, 
answered by legal lestimouy that every most 
minute and particular step, from the beginning 
down to the day of ptoof, had been duly and 
properly taken. Including the official act of the 
Board of Supervisors, of the County Clerk, of the 
publishers who advertised it, and of the Board 
of Directors of the Irrigation District and its 
Secretary, and complete to such au extent as to 
be impervious to criticism ou the part of the 
distinguished attorneys lor defendant, and to 
have met completely the requirements of law. 
At the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Campbell rendered a decision sustaining the 
validity of the bonds. The frieDds of the dis­ 
trict and the Wright law are jubilant over the 
victory. 
GENERAL CROOK’S PETS. 
A Hot Chase Over the Ragged Mountains 
A fter the Apache M urderers. 
■Wilcox (A. T.l, March 51h.—Acting on the 
Suggestion of Indian Agent Bnllis, the military 
authorities have authorized the relatives of all 
the renegade Apaches now out to be gathered 
and shipped to Fort Union, N. M., as quickly as 
possible. They will be brought under military 
guaid by wagons to this point, and thence by 
rail under a suitable militar}’ guard and escort. 
The band thus to be removed from the San 
Carlos reservation will number about one 
hundred and twenty-five bucks, squaws and 
papooses 1 his movement. while doing a great 
good, is li’i ely to be met by opposing views on 
the part of the Indians lelt behind, and the re­ 
sult is yet a matter of the future. Troops are 
held in readiness to proceed at a moment’s 
notice should their presence be necessary. 
A courier from the pursuing command of cav­ 
alry who came in this morning, reports a hot 
chase. Two of the renegades are mounted and 
three on font. However, those dismounted have 
great advantage over those on horseback iu a 
close chase in the mountains. They are re­ 
ported to be leading to the west of Fort Apache, 
for Cibieu mountains. 
A movement is on foot among the business 
men and others along the Gila river, where 
the freighter Herbert was murdered, to raise 
a sum to be offered as a reward for the ap­ 
prehension of his murderers. The move is a 
good one, and will be subscribed towards very 
liberally.

Tbe snow there was eight feet, and is now 
estimated at fifteen.

PAID HIS FINE. 
A Man Fined for Selling Bogus Lottery 
Tickets. 
San Francisco, March 5:h.—William Konigs- 
berg, a lottery agent, paid a fine of $500 in Judge 
Joachimsen’s Conrt to-day rather than spend 
SCO days in the House of Correction. He wus 
arrested seven months ago by Detectives Lean 
and Handiey, as he was preparing to flood the 
-city with bogus Mexican lottery tickets. 
The detectives found the plate Kouigsberg 
had prepared to print the tickeis from and con­ 
fiscated it. He was convicted by a jury in Judge 
■Kix’s Court, and took au appeal to the Superior 
Court. A remittur was received yesterday af­ 
firming the sentence, and Kouigsberg, who was 
out ou bail, was taken into custody.

It Will Take Three Weeks Yet to Opeu

San Francisco, March 5th —P.. a. Pratt, As 
sistant General Superintendent of the Southern 
pacific, who has been at the scene of the slides 
and snow blockades iu the Siskiyou mountains 
since Januart Jüth, returned here yesterday. 
He says it will be at least twenty-five days be 
fore the read is opened.

THE NEAGLE CAhE. 
Great Constitutional Question A ttracting 
Leading Lawyers. 
Washington’, March 5th.—There was fully as 
large an attendance of prominent lawvvis of 
thecountry at to-day’s session of ihe Supreme 
Court of the United States in the Neagle trial as 
upon yesterday, attracted bv a desire to hear 
the reply of Attorney General Johnson of Cal 
ilornia. to the argument made by United States 
Attorney-General Miller yesterday in defense of 
Neagle. 
The audieuce to-dtiy was augmented by the 
presence of a large number of Senators and a 
group of leading New York lawyers who came 
over to hear the arguments in this important 
constitutions 1 question. 
When the Court sat at high noon with the 
usual preliminary ceremonies, several attorneys 
were admitted to tbe bar and Chief Justice 
Furier announced the Neagle case was on for 
hearing. 
.MR. CHOATE CONTINUES. 
Mr. Choate of New York took up tbe thread 
of liis argument, which wa9 interrupted by 
the adjournment of Court yesterday afternoon. 
He referred to the threats frequently made by 
Terry to take vengeance upou Field, and to ihe 
letter of Attoruey-Geueral Miller to Marshal 
Franks, calling his attention to these threats 
and the necessity of prott ctiDg Judge Field. 
This letter had been submitted to the United 
States district Attorney of California, and he 
had indorsed his belief that Judge Field was in 
danger and needed protection, unoate then re­ 
viewed the details of the tragedy at LtUhrop, of 
the arrest of Neagle and Field and their subse- 
qutiit release upon habeas corpus, and then 
proceeded to discuss two principal questions 
which he said dominate tne decision in this 
case, which were: Mrst, the question of the al­ 
leged invasion of the criminal jurisdiction of 
California, and second, whether Neagle had 
Federal authority to protect Field. 
Choate made a lengthy discussion on the 
tenor and construction of the habeas corpus 
law and the rights embodied therein. He 
summed up h's remarks iu this line with the 
statement of his unqualified belief that this Act 
gives power to a United States Circuit Judge to 
grant a Federal prisoner immunity from juris­ 
diction of a Statt Court. He then proceeded to 
demonstrate that Neagle was discharging a 
duty imposed upon litm by the Constitution 
through nis immediate superiors, and that the 
performance of such a duty placed him uuder 
the jurisdiction of Section 753 of the Revised 
Statutes. 
ATTORNEY GENERAL JOHNSON’S ARGUMENT. 
When Mr. Choate had finished his argument 
Attorney General Johnson addressed the Court. 
He proceeded first to revjew the argument of 
United States Attorney-General Miller ye?ter- 
dav and to review the opinion of the lower 
court iu this case. He then outlined the drift 
which his argument would pursue, and that, 
was to demónstrate that the executive power of 
this country can act only in obedience to au 
Act of Congress, and therefore a servant of the 
United States can only be given the advantage 
of the Habeas Corpus Act when he is following 
auch explicit command, and Neag e was not 
RCting in accordance with au Act of Congress. 
Johnson assumed confidently that “the laws of 
the United States”—the words which occur in 
the statute conferring the power to issue a writ 
of habeas corpus—mean positively Acts of Con­ 
gress He said to -affirm the opinion of the 
lower Court in this case would be to net in direct 
opposition to the terms and meaning of the 
Constitution. Ihe executive of tnis country 
has no inherent powers save those conferred by 
special Acts of Congress, he exclaimed, in clos­ 
ing this branch of his argument. 
He then passed to the question upon which 
lie will rest his ablest endeavors of argument, 
the police powers of the State of California, 
conferred upon the State by the Constitution. 
He paused in this line of argument to assail a 
claim, set up by the opposing couusel, that the 
President had' unlimited powers to enforce the 
laws. “In the case before us,” he said, “the 
Executive will be placed iu the predicament of 
retarding the laws by preventing the enforce­ 
ment of the laws of California relating to the 
trials for murder.” Johnson then assailed the 
authority oí the Attornev-General of the United 
States to instruct Man-hals to enlarge their 
duties or to perform new duties, claiming that 
the Attorney-General had no power to confer 
upon ¿Marshals any extraordinary duties. He 
read Miller’s letters of warning in the instruc­ 
tions to Marshal Frank. “These letters,” he 
siid, “are written in clear, terse Euglish, which 
every one can understand, and in my opinion, 
refer only to possible disturbances in opeu 
Court. Tnere wa- no authorization in these 
letters for anyone to act as a bodyguard to Jus­ 
tice Field outside of his Court.” 
Justice Harlan interrupted Johnton at this 
poirit to ask him : “Suppose Mr. Attorney-Gen­ 
eral this tragedy had occurred in the? Court­ 
room; that a mau had come in for the purpose 
of killing the Judge, what then?” 
“Ob, I think the officer would undoubtedly 
have authority to protect his Judge,” said John­ 
son.“Under what statute would you rest the de 
fense of this act ?” queried Justice Harlan. 
“Itwouldbenosiaiute,” replied Johuson. “but 
simply the inherent powers of the Court to 
maintain the protection of itself in the Court­ 
room. but outside the Couri-room the case would 
assume a different aspect.” 
“Then you hold that Justice Field and Mar­ 
shal Neagle, while in the station at Lathiop, 
were simplv in tbe capacity of private individ- 
als?” asked Harlan. 
“Undoubtedly, yes ” replied Johnson. 
Johnson then attacked the position ot the op­ 
posing counsel, who maintained that Terry and 
his wife had entered into a conspiracy to violate 
the laws of the United States, and that Neagle, 
in preventing the consummation of a conspiracy 
against the United States law, has placed him­ 
self uuder the jurisdiction of Section 753, Re­ 
vised Statutes, piovidiug for a writ of habeas 
corpus. This argument Johnson met with sin­ 
gle reference to the law of California, which 
says there can be no conspiracy between man 
ami wife, they being as one. 
.Referring to the question of the police power 
of California, Johnson said this was a cause in­ 
volving an alleged violation of the police laws 
of the ^tate. He proceeded in an exhaustive 
review to show’ tne means by which a otate 
acquires the peculiar police powers. He quoted 
from the Constitution, where it says powers not 
delegated to the United States are reserved to 
the Mate. The tenth Ar iele of the amendment 
must govern in matters ot police power, until 
Congress passes a law' giving to the Federal au­ 
thority peculiar police powers. 
Referring to the statement mad** yesterday by 
United States Attorney-General Miller that oi- 
ficera of the Government must have protection 
in the discharge ot their duties, Johnson said: 
“Then w e are to understand that an officer of 
the United States, performing a service iu the 
State, must have unlimited protection. Then, 
in case a deputy, or a pofs*\ cannot protect him, 
he is to be surrounded with a cordon of glitter­ 
ing bayonets. This idea, advanced by the 
Hooorab’e Attorney-General of the United 
States., is the imperial idea. The idea our an­ 
cestors fought against and endeavored to elim­ 
inate from tne Comtitution. the imperial idea 
which prevailed in Europe to-day and many is 
the poor sufferer who feels its iron hand in the 
wastes uf Siberia.” “This doctrine.” he said in 
solemn tone, “will lead but to anarchy and 
de.«q>otifim.” 
Johnson then referred to the opinion of the 
late Chief Justice Marshall, that au officer of 
the United States in performing his duty does it 
at his o%vn p?ril, and if he proceeds in such per­ 
formances otherwise than is warranted by the 
specific law, he is liable for damages. A case 
was cited or a United States vessel seized in ac­ 
cordance with thecommRUd of tbe President—a 
vessel (ram a French port. There was no law 
providing for auch seizire. and the Prerident 
had no nuthority to order it. Johnson, there­ 
fore. maintained that Attorney-General Miller 
nad no authority to order^Ceagle to perform the 
daw that was performed, as there was no spe­ 
cific law under which Miller could command 
Neagle. 
Johnson quoted the opinions of a number of 
Iogal authorities in -support of this argument. 
“Tbe conclusion embodied iu the opinion of the 
lower Court in the casj at bar,” said Johnson, 
“iotally ignore* the question of Federal in* 
írii*£e¿ent upon the police laws of California, 
which ha* such an important bcarmg upon this 
case:" 
“ The simple fact that a Federal offirens acting 
in the line of his duty is not a guarantee that 
he should come under the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Court, unless his line of duty is war­ 
ranted and explicitly outlined by a Federal 
law. In the absence of .vaeh law the officer 
comes under the jurisdiction of police powers 
possessed and exaitúred by the state. We ate 
told that no such law wag needed. The Marshal 
possesses inherent, powers equivalent to a war­ 
rant ot law. I say there can be no inherent 
powers vested in a Marshal whose powers are 
named and limited by law.” 
Johnson then elaborated bis argument upon 
the line of the powers of the police law pos­ 
sessed by a State, and to which he claimed 
Neagle was clearly amenable when he broke 
the peace by kiiiingr Terry. 
Here Johnson r sted and closed his argument, 
and the case goes to the Court.
